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Circulation and Truth || NFCCS&NNCF 


Just a few week's ago, the American Newspaper Publishers 
Association had their 65th annual convention. A prominent 
member, Edwin S. Friendly, vice president of the New York 
World-Telegram and Bun, a^ose to speak. Said he: “The diffi- 
culty of publishing a newspaper has never been greater — we 
are confronted constantly with tlie puzzle of how to make 
our income equal our expense.” 

A real problem? Yes, and a serious one. 

Naturally, the papers must now strive for greater circula- 
tion and more advertising than ever before. But will they 
seek to accomplish this through a greater adherence to the 
rules of impartiality, objectivity, and TRUTH? 

Experience does not bear this out. ’ ' 

We rather suspect that this new crisis will be met by 
shaking more hands and patting more backs than the papers 
are wont to do even at present. Editorial policies which have 
tended to abet this dubious purpose in the past will certainly 
not be diminished; in many cases they ^vili nmdrmh^dly h a^ 
stepped up. 

Under this category we might include such policies as 
those which seek to soft-pedal the sabotaging of Fair Employ- 
ment legislation by so many state and national legislators; 
or those which consistently exaggerate the failings of organ- 
.ized Labor, to the complete neglect of sins of equal magnitude 
on the part of industry; or such sins of omission as the 
neglecting of reports of Federal Food and Drug Law prosecu- 
tions; or, perhaps, those policies which seek to soothe the 
tender sensibilities of reaU estate blocs by condoning through 
silence the action of legislators who obstruct the fight for 
decent housing for the poor. 

The newspapers are desperate. Their publishing difficulty 
“has never been greater,” and in view of this, have we any 
reason to hope that the galloping demagoguery of the Hearsts, 
McCormicks, and even many of the more conservatives, jvill 
diminish in the slightest? We hardly think so. The old adage 
goes: “Believe half of what you see, a quarter of what you 
read, and none of what you hear,” and in these days, we 
definitely suspect that those percentages err toward the 
conservative. — T.J.S.

In pointing out the quali- 
ties of a real business man, he 
emphasized honesty, aggressive- 
ness, initiative, sincerity and a 
true sense of values. In passing,

creased enrollments. This need, he 
said, is evidenced by the fact that 
there are 78% more pupils in the 
third grade than in the seventh 
grade today.
